discussed this matter Inforaally with a emsher of bhe Office of OeiMiMl 
Counsel to the Coi^troller General emd he assures us tihat it Is not the 
desire of the Goaptroiler General that a charge be msde In tiMse 
situations fw the wife. It Is their feeling that to att^t to make 
such a charge would Involve a&dnistrative problamt all out of proporti<Mi 
to WQT potential benefit which the Govercment oi^t receive* It was 
stated that this would as^ly to other nc»-«jg>lcyee house guests as well.
